The decalogue, or law of ten commandments, 
was written by the finger of God, on two tables of 
hewn ftone ; of which the firft table contains all the 
duties of worfhip or piety which we owe to God ; 
and the fecond, thofe of equity and benevolence to- 


- wards man. In the firf table are contained four 


‘ precepts, of which the firlt refpeéts the objed, the fec- 


ond, the means, the third, the manner, and the fourth,. 
the time of worfhip. In the fecond table which con- 
tains fix precepts, the fifth enjoins relative duties, the 
fixth guards the life, the feventh the chaftity, the. 
eighth the property, and the ninth the reputation, of 
ourfelves and others ; while the tenth ftrikes at the 
root of all evil, and forbids; even the defire or incli- 
nation, of doing any thin urious to our neigh- 
bour. “J had not known infty except the law had faid, 
thow foalt not covet.” In the decalogue, i.e. in ten 
words, infinite wifdom has given us an accurate 
abridgment of all piety and morality. There being 
no one duty required, or any fin forbidden in the 
whole book of God, but is implied, in one or more 
of thefe precepts. Moft of the commands are ex- 
prefled in negative, or prohibitory terms ; the fourth 
and fifth only, are affirmative, or enjoining. The 
affirmative, however, always imclude 2 prohibition 
of the contrary fin, and the negative an injundtion 
of the oppofite duty. Negative precepts bind in every 
cafe and at every moment of time; and the fame 
precept which forbids the outward a@,° equally for- 
bids the inward propenfity, or defire of the heart, as 
well as every appearance of evil, er temptation lead- 
ing on to it. Duties of the higheft clafs are thofe 
which bejong to the fir table of the law, becau‘c
